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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S. C. 121 : 

I. Claim 1, drawn to a method for estimation of the biophyschophysical on a person 
including measuring biophysical parameters of the person, classified in class 705, 
subclass 2. 

II. Claim 2, drawn to an equipment for estimation of the biopsychophysical influence 
of media products on a person including a plastic folio lying on a glass plate 
illuminated through glass windows with a plane parallel beam from a light source 
wherein the dark rings are received on the bottom surface of the plate registered 
via a mirror, classified in class 600, subclass 300. 

III. Claim 3 drawn to an equipment for estimation of the biopsychophysical influence 
of media products on a person including a drop of water placed in a working box 
with an air pump on a pad and influenced through a hole by a radio, TV, and other 
product, classified in class 600, subclass 300. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons:
